NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Stocks 
naniged to retain most of their 
sharp advances of the previous ses- 
sion in an erratic market today. 

Trading was light and highly 
professional, the day’s transactions 
falling below 1,000,000 shares, but 
stocks fluctuated snarply. Changes 
in leading shares, however, were 
mostly limited to a point at the 
finis! 

Bears launched a new attack in 
the early trading, concentrating on 
Radio, with publication of its first 
half report showing preferred divi- 
dends only about 20 per cent 
earned, They were aided by profit- 
taking on yesterday's gains, and 
temporary losses of 1 to 5 points 
were numerous. 

Hangover short covering and re- 
newed bullish operations, however, 
soon caused a swift rally, more 
than canceling the early losses. 
The market again sold off, how- 
ever, in the last few minutes. 

Rail Group Firm. 

The rails were a firm group at 
the finish, particularly some of the 
coal rodds, for shorts were driven 
to cover in these issues, as the sea- 
son of increasing movement of fuel 
is approaching. Norfolk & West- 
ern, Delaware & Hudson and Read- 
ing closed 3 to 4 points higher.

JACKSON, OBRINE 
THREE DAYS PAST. 
HUNTERS’ RECORD 


Endurance Plane’s Motor 
Shows Power in Climb 
After Dropping of Note to 
Refueling Crew. 


Seventy-two hours, or three full 
days, beyond the Hunter brothers’ 
mark of 553 hours and 41 minutes 
at 8:52 a. m. today, Dale Jackson 
and Forest O’Brine, in the mono- 
plane, the Greater St. Louis, con- 
tinued to fly in a wide circle above 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, bent on 
setting a refueling endurance rec- 
ord that will discourage competi- 
tors for all time. 

The flyers completed 624 hours 
—26 days—in the air at 7:11 a. 
m., when they dropped a brief note 
requesting gas, oil and the eats.” 

The radio transmitter in the 
plane has not been working well, 
causing the flyers to resort to their 
earlier method of communication. 
The motor of the endurance ship 
gave a convincing demonstration 
of power in the climb upward fol- 
lowing the low swoop to drop the 
note, 

The transmitter was repaired 
shortly before noon and a broad- 
cast was received from Jackson, 
who stated the oil pressure of the 
ship’s engine was still satisfactory. 
“This is the life, although our bun- 
galow leaks some when it rains,” 
Jackson announced. 

$7000 From Oil Company. 

At 7:52 a. m. Jackson and 
O’Brine had earned $7000 at the 
rate of $100 an hour for 70 hours 
from the time they set a new rec- 
ord at 9:52 a. m. Wednesday. The 
award was made by the Kendall 
Refining Co., from which they 
purchased their oil. 

The only other monetary reward 
received by the flyers so far is 
$1800 for four contracts negotiated 
by William Pickens, their man- 
ager. One congract, for $500, was 
fultilied yesterday, when Norman 
Alley, representing a sound movie 
company, climbed down a rope 
ladder from the refueler and in- 
terviewed the flyers. Alley carried 
a microphone into which Jackson 


and O’Brine spoke, their remarks 


being recorded on apparatus in the 
refueler for news reel reproduc- 


tion. 


Funds for continuing the flight, 
exclusive of the $8800 the flyers 
have earned since breaking the 


record, amounted to $3884 today. 


Salaries of the refueling crew and 
observers, amounting to $440, will 


be deducted, but the weekly fuel 


bill, amounting to $500, will not 
be paid until later, it was stated.

CARDINGTON, England, Aug. 
16.—Through storms that tested its 
mettle and proved its air worthi- 
ness, the British dirigible R-100 to- 
day completed its voyage to Can- 
ada and back and was moored safe- 
ly.to the home mast at 12:02 p. m. 
(5:02 a. m. St. Louis time) without 
incident. 

The world's largest lighter than 
air craft twice crossed the Atlantic 


along the Great Circle route and 
added to the voyage the mileage 
from St. Hubert Field near Mon- 
treal, to Ottawa, Toronto and re- 
turn, 

Besides displaying speed capa- 
bilities, the airship conclusively 
demonstrated its strength by rid- 
ing out wind and storm in the lat- 
ter part of the home run, to the 
satisfaction of its designer and the 
officers and passengers on board. 

The dirigible left Montreal at 
7:28 a. m. (St. Louis time) Wednes- 
day, following the Great Circle 
route almost without deviation. A 
speed up to 92 miles an hour was 
attained. When headwinds devel- 
oped, the R-100 slowed down to 12 
or 15 miles an hour, but rode 
steadily on under perfect control. 

Crossing Time 57 Hours. 

The time of crosing was approx- 
imately 57 hours, according to an 
official announcement. 

The return trip of the R-100 and 
the record trip of the Graf Zeppe- 
lin in August, 1929, hardly admit 
of comparison. While the R-100 
had to travel only about 3287 miles 
from Montreak to reach Carding- 
ton, the Graf Zeppelin completed 
in 65 hours and 
shorter time, a 4200-mile journey 
from Lakehurst, N. J., to Fried- 
richshafen, Germany. 

Cardington, despite the bad 
weather, turned out in force to 
greet the air voyagers. The R-100 
dropped a mooring cable after cir- 
cling the airdrome and was fast- 
ened to her mast 32 minutes later. 
It took an hour and 22 minutes to 
bring in the airship from the time 
it was sighted over the field. 

Lord Thompson, Minister for Air, 
greeted the homecomers at the top 
of the landing tower, after they 
had been examined by the customs 
officers. Lord Thompson broad- 
cast a speech and British Broad- 
casting Co. announcers were on the 
air with a continuous description 
of the arrival and mooring. 

One incident marred the return 
of the voyagers. Edward Lill, a 
prominent member of the Chipping, 
Solbury District Council, fell dead 
while watching the R-100 as the 
crew tied her to the mast. 


Glass of Water Unspilled. 

Most of the spectators dispensed 
with all formality and lay flat on 
their backs on the ground, the 
better to see what was going on 
above them, 

Passengers and crew were unani- 
mous in their belief that the trip 
had proved beyond question the 
feasibility of trans-Atlantic com- 
mercial airship communication. 

That the giant ship rode smooth- 
ly through a 75-mile-an-hour gale 
with ho discomfort to those on 
board was cited by passengers as 
the best evidence of its stability. 
A brimming glass of water, placed 
on a table in the cabin of the R-190 
before the departure from Mon- 
treal did not spill a drop all the 
way across the Atlantic. 

The ship averaged a speed ap- 
proximately three times greater 
than that of the fastest of ocean 
liners. It was aided by a south- 
west gale, when it attained the 
speed of 92 miles an hour.

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EXPLOSION STARTS FIRE 
IN VACANT BUNGALOW 


Home in Pine Lawn Wrecked 
—Damage Estimated at 
$4000. 


An explosion at 1:30 a. m. today, 
followed by fire which burned for 
two hours, destroyed a vacant brick 
bungalow at 2158 Crescent avenue, 
Pine Lawn, causing damage esti- 
mated at $4000. 

Evidence indicated a bomb had 
been placed inside the house, as 
the outside walls were bulged by 
the explosion and holes were torn 
in the inside partitions. 

‘Mrs. Walter Scott, who lives 
across the street, told officers she 
saw a man run from the place just 
before the explosive and heard the 
motor of an automobile start near 
by. 

The bungalow, a five-room story- 
and-a-half structure, was vacated 
a week ago by a family which had 
lived there a month, according to 
Frank Berkel, a grocer of the 
neighhood. Prior to that it had 
been unoccupied for several 
months. The building was sold re- 
cently to Fischman-Harris, Inc., 
real estate dealers, 629 Chestnut 
street, by T. J. McLaughlin, 7232 
St. Andrews lane, Normandy. Mc- 
Laughlin said the residence had 
been remodeled by nonunion labor 
after he sold it. It was one of the 
first homes in the neighborhood 
and was built several years ago. 

The Pine Lawn fire department 
reached the scene shortly after the 
explosion, but by that time the 
flames had spread throughout the 
interior.

Some years ago Silvain was 
forced out of the theater as being 
too old. He brought suit, won and 
was restored to full activity. only 
to retire of his own volition last 
year. 

He is an ardent chess player. At 
the Cafe de la Regence, where Na- 
poleon used to play, Silvain would 
become so interested in the game 
that he would forget his theater 
engagements. He would have to 
be called just before the curtain 


went up. He was a soldier in the 


War of 1870. 


CLOUDBURST AND HAIL MORE BRITISH TROOPS 


INGONNECTICUT VALLEY 


Tobacco Crop Damaged, Cities 
Flooded—Four Killed 
by Lightning. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Aug. 16.—4 great 
cloudburst, accompanied by hail 
and lightning swept down on Con- 
necticut Valley cities and towns in 
Southwestern Massachusetts and 
Central Connecticut today, causing 
damage to property and crops es- 
timated at millions of dollars. In 
Worcester alone, which bore the 
brunt of the storm, preliminary es- 
timates set the damage at 31,000, 
000. 

In Westfield, Mass., ripening to- 
bacco suffered the worst damage in 
50 years. In some places in the 
Westfield district the crop was said 
to be a total loss. Thompsonville, 
Conn., reported a heavy loss to its 
tobacco crop. 

Three men working in a tobacco 
field in Windsor, Conn., were killed 
and a fourth inured by lightning. 

Mercantile establishments in 
Worcester were inundated, causing 
a tremendous loss to stocks. Auto- 
mobiles were upset and women and 
children were swept off their feet 
by the violence of the flood which 
roared down the streets. 4 

Power and telephone lines were 
out of commission and street cars 
were at a standstill in several 
inches of water. The flood swept 
into manholes with such violence 
that their covers were forced off 
and water gushed from them four 
and five feet into the air. 

One and a half inches of rain 
fell in 40 minutes, and it was not 
for more than an hour after the 
rain had subsided that the city had 
resumed a normal appearance. 

Lightning struck several places 
in the center of the city, destroyed 
a barn in Auburn and caused a fire 
in the West Boylston substation or 
the New England Power Co. 

One of the heaviest losers in the 
Westfield tobacco area was the 
American Sumatra Tobacco Cor- 
poration whose plantation lies 
toward Southwick. The company’s 
40 acres was reported totally 
ruined. ;

Martial law, invoked 
yesterday, is in full force in the 
city and surrounding territory. 

Although the number of hostile 
tribesmen afield at this time is not 
large, it is very difficult to engage 
them because of the nature of the 
terrain and the extreme mobility of 
the raiders. 

During the last few days the 
raiders have invested parts of 
Peshawar, forced their way into 
the supply depot and done consid- 
erable damage and fired on can- 
tonments in which the bungalows 
of Europeans are situated. At one 
time they tut oft all communica- 
tion with the city itself, 

A lull has developed just now 
while the tribesmen await re- 
inforcements, The Afridis on the 
Khajuri plain are expecting more 
men from the Kohat district and 
their Orakzai allies similarly are 
waiting in the Khanki valley. 

The Haji of Turangzai is trying 
to raise a military force in Bajor 
to help the Afridis,. while “red 
shirt” bands have been busy in the 
Charsaida district north of Pesha- 
war. 


London Observers. Expect Frontier 
War on Large Scale. 

LONDON, Aug. 16,—Consider- 
able uneasiness has been aroused 
here by admissions in offic an- 
nouncements at Simla tha seri- 
ous situation exists on the Indian 
northwest frontier. There is a 
fairly general expectation here 
that a frontier war on a large scale 
will develop as a result of efforts 
to crush the Afridi and other 
marauding tribesmen. 

Since parliament not in ses- 
sion the usual method of eliciting 
information, that is by questions 
to the ministers concerned, is un- 
available. The Government itself 
fs making no statements, so the 
public has become dependent for 
news on Indian official com- 
muniques and the censored dis- 
patches of Indian corespondents.

BURLINGTON, Vt., Aug 16.— 
The drowning of Lieut. Alien Cava- 
naugh, recent graduate of the Cav- 
alry School at Fort Riley, Kan, in 
an effort to save the lives of his 
wife, a woman counselor and seven 
girls in Lake Champlain near 
Phillipsburgh, Que., Thursday was 
disclosed here last night when the 
rest of the party returned to camp 
at Mallette’s Bay, 10 miles north of 
here. 

Cavanaugh, who was riding in- 
structor at Brown Ledge Camp 
while on a leave of absence, was 
returning from à trip to Canada 
with the others in a motor boat. 
They were towing a canoe con- 
taining three more girls when the 
latter craft capsized. The girls in 
the canoe swam to the motorboat, 
which also capsized. The counselor 
and two of the strongest swim- 
mers righted the canoe and started 
for shore three miles away. 

Lieut. Cavanaugh, meanwhile, 
kept diving under the boat in an 
effort to unscrew ‘the motor and 
decrease the weight of the craft. 
On his last attempt his head 
struck the motor. His wife suc- 
ceeded in pulling him to the sur- 
face, although she was nearly ex- 
hausted. Finally Cavanaugh re- 
laxed his grip and sank. The coun- 
selor and girls who went to shore 
were unablé to return with a res- 
cue party until seven hours later, 
when the survivors were lifted to 
safety.

Railroads Cutting Rates. 

Relief, as the President out- 
lined, is to assist through the win- 
ter families requiring aid because 
of crop failure, prevent unnecessary 
sacrifice of livestock and protect 
public health. It is to be accom- 
plished by loans, Red Cross assist- 
ance, employment and reduced 
freight rates on food, feed and live- 
stock. Railroads already are cut- 
ting rates in half on such commod- 
ities for persons designated by 
county farm agents as requiring re- 
Hef. 

The Missouri Governor, accord- 
ing to tentative findings of a Red 
Cross survey now in progress, 
faces one of the most formidable 
tasks of all those who met with 
President Hoover. F. A. Winfrey, 
assistant manager of the Midwest- 
ern Branch, American Red Cross. 
said that apparently the greatest 
suffering because of the drouth 
will be in the hill country of 
Southern Missouri and Northern 
Arkansas, and in the adjacent ter- 
ritory across the Mississippi in 
Southern Illinois. 

Illinois, Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin, with all the states between the 
Mississippi and the Rockies, are 
covered by the Midwestern Branch, 
which has headquarters in St. 
Louis. Winfrey said the agency 
would not formulate a program 
until, needs had been specifically 
determined. The American Red 
Cross has made a preliminary na- 
tional allocation of $65,000,000, 
pending exact information from all 
states affected. . 

Road Advanced. 

Gov. Caulfield expected the situ- 
ation in many Missouri communi- 
ties to be considerably relieved by 
advancing of the date for the next 
allotment of Federal aid for road- 
building, $4,000,000, to Sept. 1 in- 
stead of Jan. 1. The next letting 
of contracts, Aug. 22, he explained, 
would have exhausted available 
Federal funds for this year. The 
early allotment will allow a num- 
ber of large contracts, specifically 
requiring that local labor be used, 
to be let in the next four months, 
thus providing a source of income 
for many farmers whose crops pro- 
vided little or none. 

Following the conference with 
Secretary Hyde and Denman of 
the Farm Board. Gov. Caulfield 
decided to consult with St. Louis 
milk distributors and officers of 
the Consumers’ Milk Commission 
and Sanitary Milk Producers, Inc., 
on the livestock and dairy situation 
about St. Louis. He was gratified 
to learn from Denman that the 
three interests were working to- 
gether to stabilize the market and 
protect the supply in St. Louis. 

Denman. who had just returned 
to Washington after two weeks’ 
comprehensive survey in Missouri. 
where he operates extensive farm 
property, reported on his meeting 
in St. Louis with farm advisers of 
11 Minois and five Missouri Coun- 
ties.

NORTHERN-PRESBYTERIAN DROP 


20,359 Decrease in Membership in 
Year Reported.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 16.—The 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America (Northern), 
through the Rey. Dr. Jewis Sey- 
mour Mudge, stated clerk of its 
General Assembly, announced yes- 
terday that the total communicant 
membership for the year ended 
March 31, this year, was 1,984,108, 
a decrease of 20,359 from the pre- 
vious year. Two factors are men- 
tioned in the announcement as 
mainly to account for the de- 
crease. One is that no Easter day, 
when large numbers of members 
are accepted, was included within 
the last church year. The other is 
the increasingly rigid requirements 
for the retention of names on the 
rolls. The total number of Sunday 
school members enrolled was 1. 
596,030, a net increase of 717. 
The largest church is the First 
Church of Seattle, Wash., with a 
membership of 7886.

Federal agencies now virtually 
are marking time. Except for mi- 
nor measures, officials feel little 
can be accomplished until state, 
county and local committees are 
functioning. 

The program adopted received 
the unqualified approval yester- 
day of the heads of three farm or- 
ganizations—the National Grange, 
Farmers’ Union and American 
Farm Bureau Federation. At a 
White House conference, Louis J. 
Taber, C. C. Talbott and Sam H. 
Thompson, heads of the three 
groups, told the President they 
considered the plan the best avail- 
able. 

Rains were looked to, meantime, 
to rejuvenate astures. Cooler 
weather, even without rain, was re- 
garded as a considerable aid in de- 
laying deterioration of grazing lands 
and forage. 

Forecasts were for rains today 
and tomorrow in the South Atlan- 
tic states, the Ohio Valley, Tennes- 
see, the Southern Appalachian re- 
gion and the Western lower lake 
regien.

STOP THE AUTOMOBILE SLAUGHTER. 

Every great city is perplexed by the problem of 
how to make the streets safe in the rising tide. of 
automotive traffic, and the consequence is that a 
comparative science in this important field is begin- 
ning to assert itself. : 

In the first six months of this year the fatalities 
from automotive vehicles in St. Louis were 78, as 
against 72 for the same period in 1929. This was at 
an annual rate of 19 per 100,000 of population, a rec- 
ord which made St. Louis fifth among American 
cities: In many of the cities August is the worst 
month for automobile accidents, and special efforts 
have been made by safety councils to bring about 
special caution during the month. Our own records 
for August are no worse than those for July and 
September. Nevertheless, they are constant. Deaths 
due to automobiles in St. Louis totaled 98 in 1929. 
They have already totaled 97 in 1930. . 

A committee from the Board of Aldermen, together 
with Director of Streets Brooks, will leave next week 
upon a tour of American cities for the purpose of 
studying traffic control. Meanwhile the Automobile 
Club is placing at many intersections in the city 
reminders to motorists that 50 per cent of all auto- 
mobile accidents happen at intersections and urging 
them to approach cross streets with caution. 

St. Louis can do more than she is doing to in- 
crease public safety in the streets. It is disgraceful 
that we should be killing people at an annual rate of 
19 per 100,000 population, and we must stop that 
slaughter. The way to stop it is to provide more 
money for signals and give St. Louis, as the Director

We have approximately $56,000 in St. Louis this 
year for all the work of the Traffic Department 
This includes installations, the painting of al? 
marks and zones and the salaries of the Traffic Engh 
neer, four inspectors and a draftsman.

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FROM EOHIPPUS TO GALLANT FOX. 

If Gallant Fox wants to hang a complete series 
of ancestral portraits in his palatial stables, he can 
now do so. A Smithsonian Institution party, bone- 
hunting in Idaho, has discovered the horse family’s 
“missing link,” and the genealogy of the equidae now 
is a straight line from eohippus of the long-ago 
Lower Eocene to Equus caballus of the present era. 
It was the ambitious little eohippus, “no bigger 
than a fox,” who laid the foundation for a noble 
dynasty that morning on the tertiary plain when, ac- 
cording to the poet, he announced, “I am going to 
be a horse.” In fulfilling that ambition, his chil- 
dren grew in size throughout the ages, and evolution 
merged the four toes of the eohippus into one. 

The long-lost ancestor, which was about four-fifths 
the size of the present horse, is called the “plesip- 
pus.” It became extinct in America more than 1,000,- 
000 years ago, and the continent was without horses 
until the Spanish occupation. In Europe, however, 
the. wild horse was known to the cave dwellers, as is 
shown by the work of prehistoric artists in bone, 
tusk and stone. To primitive man the horse was 
first an object of the chase, then a domesticated 
work animal. Despite the incursions of the motor 
age, the horse’s day in transport, in pleasure and 
in sport is far from ended. And now the museums, 
thanks to the latest bit of scientific enterprise, can 
exhibit complete series of skeletons, in stair-step 
formation, depicting the species’ evolution in full. 
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A MAJOR ROAD VISION. 

A real forward step has been taken by St. Louis 
County in obtaining the comprehensive county high- 
way plan from a firm of experts: This is a scientific 
guide to the orderly development of the road sys- 
tem, which will have a large bearing on the growth 
and character of the whole county. It may not be 
perfect, but it is the product of disinterested experi- 
ence. If neighborhood pressure or political juggling 
is permitted to alter it, the community will suffer. 

The plan, if officially adopted, should be main- 
tained essentially in its original form, except as 
changing conditions of the future may require amend- 
ments. County officials can resist selfish or unen- 
lightened attempts to shift the routes, if they will, 
simply by standing pat. “This is the plan,” they can 
say. We shall abide by it.“ 

An intelligent solution of suburban and rural traf: 
fic problems is offered by the plan. The chief routes 
proposed are those which will carry the biggest loads, 
to and from the city, while for the first time a 
serious study is made of the real demand for cross- 
county and inferconnecting roads. The highway sys-

HOW TO MAKE RAIN. 

Now that chambers of commerce in the drouth 
area are hiring airplanes to go up into the sky and 
fetch down some rain, and ranchers are banding 
together to import professional rain-makers with 
their smelly chemicals and mysterious mortars, the 
ancient art of “pluviculture,” as David Starr Jordan 
christened it, is being revived. And an ancient art 
it is, dating back to the medicine man of cave days 
shaking his gourd to charm the rain gods, to the 
Chinese Emperor kotowing to his ancestors for a 
shower, to the primitive African tribe sacrificing 
black cattle to end a drouth. Modern methods have 
a rather more scientific touch, but the chance for 
success still lies altogether in choosing a favorable 
time rather than a potent formula. 

Our contemporary rain-makers have tried many 
and varied schemes; some from sincere motives, 
others as a polite swindle, Congress in 1891 appro- 
priated $9000 for dynamite, which was solemnly fired 
off to jar rain out of the skies. Hydrogen gas was 
freed in Australia in 1903 to produce precipitation. 
C. W. Post, the cereal manufacturer, shot many 
bombs for the same purpose in 1911. Other plans 
have included the shooting of huge air currents aloft 
through tubes, dropping ice from balloons, freeing 
liquid carbon dioxide and liquid air from planes, 
spraying sulphuric acid abont the sky, sprinkling 
clouds with electrified sand (Sir Oliver Lodge's

| : AN OUTRAGE. , 

We trust that organized labor as such had nothin 
to do with the dastardly. outrage committed upon 
employes of the Oklahoma Contracting Co. in St. 
Charles County Thursday. 

This company is installing two 10-inch pipe lines 
between Tulsa and Wood River. About 200 men are 
employed along a 25-mile right-of-way from Missouri 
Point at the confluence of the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi Rivers. These employes work nine hours a day 
and are paid for 10 hours. They are given free 
transportation from St. Charles and are in effect 
paid for the time traveling to and from work. The 
company’s wage scale is as follows: Welders, $1 an 
hour; ditching machine operators, 80 cents; tractor 
operators, 60 cents; oilers, 55 cents; powder men, 
60 cents; laborers, 40 cents. All receive double pay 
for overtime. Truck drivers are paid $5.50 a day. 

Ten automobiles loaded with men stopped there 
Thursday and their occupants assaulted the men 
along the pipe line: Some of the workmen were seri- 
ously injured; a few are in a hospital at.St. Charles. 
The company has been compelled to appeal to the 
county authorities. The St. Charles County Court 
has empowered the Sheriff to commission deputies 
to guard the work. 

Terrorization and brutality are as despicable on 
the part of labor as they are on the part of em- 
ployers. If we are to have fair dealing between 
employes and employers, if we are to get rid of the 
injunction in labor disputes, and if the rights of both 
capital ‘and labor are to be respected, we can no 
more condone such outrages as those in St. Charles 
County Thursday than we can condone the outrages 
of the West Virginia coal police. 

There has been nothing to indicate that respon- 
sible organized labor either perpetrated or connived 
at the attack on the employes of the Oklahoma Con- 
tracting Co., and we sincerely hope no such evidence 
will be found. :

Shotgun, Broken Glass, Skill in 
Painting Required in De- 
ceiving the Public. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOLEDO; Spain, Aug. 16.—A 
shotgun, a ham or sausage smoke- 
house, some broken glass, plenty 
of nerve, a muddy back yard and 
considerable skill in painting 7 
used in the production here’ o 
e-stained” “old 
masters.” : 
The public, however, is becoming 
more canny, and the business is 
less lucrative than it used to be. 

One of the producers of “old 
masterpieces” gave this recipe 
which he has used successfully for 
many years: 

1. Get canvas of texture and 
weave approximating as nearly as 
‘possible that used in the period of 
Velasques or Ei Greco or whom- 
ever you are going to “produce.” 
Crumple and rumple it long and 
hard. Use it ag a floor mop with 
your feet. Scorch it some with fire. 
Then bury it the ground in a 
shallow hole and water it every 
day for two weeks. Dig it up and 
remove mud. Stretch canvas on 
easel. 

2. Paint on the now “old” canvas 
your copy of the master’s work. 

3. From a distance of 40 or 59 
feet shoot it with a scatter gun 
loaded with birdshot. This makes 
worm and moth holes. 

4. When quite dry take the 
painting from the easel, rumple it 
well, cracking thé surface thor- 
oughly. Seratch it some with a 
chunk of broken glass. Rub it 
with a dirty rag. or one well soaked 
in strong coffee. 

5. If it is a religious subject, 
hang the picture from the mantel 
of any old-fashioned inn or dwell- 
ing among the hams and sausage 
that are being smoke-cured. In 15 
days the picture will be well sea- 
soned, just as if by centuries of 
candle smoke in a church or cathe- 
dral. * 

“And what will you get for such 
a. picture?” he was asked. 

“All I can, of course. But it isn't 
much. On an average not more 
than 20 duros (less than $15). 
“Oh, you may find a rich tourist 
once in a blue moon, but méast 
customers nowadays know exactly 
what they are buying.

16.—The Monroe Doctrine, whose 
critics found new voice during re- 
cent United States interventions in 
Latin America, by its inclusion in 
the ue of Nations Covenant, 
has ¢reated a delicate situation be- 
tween the United States and its 
Southern neighbors, the Institute 
of Public, Affairs at Virginia Uni- 
versity was told today by William 
Spence Robertson, professor of his- 
tory at the University of Illinois. 

Prof. Robertson recalled that at 
a eonference of League delegates 
fn 1923 it was argued that the 
presence of the Monroe Doctrine 
in the Covenant encouraged the 
United States to prevent interven- 
tion by the League in disputes be- 
tween Latin-American nations that 
send official delegations to Geneva. 

The situation. persists, he said, in 
spite of a tendency which he 
termed significant among Latin- 
American republics to withdraw 
from actual participation in the 
League. 

At the eighth assembly of the 
League, Prof. Robertson said, only 
one of the three larger Latin- 
American states, Chile, had dele- 
gates. Both Argentine and Brazil 
had virtually withdrawn from the 
League and there were no dele- 
gates present from Bolivia, Hon- 
duras or Peru. 

What solution remaing for the 
situation, Prof. Robertson said, 
“lies in the laps of the gods. For 
the time being we must still con- 
front the fact that by an appeal 
to the Parhlament at Geneva, a 
Latin-American state may conceiv- 
abiy put an elastic element of our 
foreign policy to an acid test.” 

Prof. „ Robertson praised the 
Monroe Doctrine as having exerted 
a restiaining influence on the for- 
eign policies cf certain European 
Powers. Without it, he said, “the 
world might indeed have beheld a 
colony of Germans in Southern 
Brazil, an English common-vegith 
dominating the mighty Orinoco, 
and French culture blossoming in 
Mexico rather than in Atrica.“

The Italian Foreign Office, in 
submitting its observations upon 
the plan worked out by the com- 
mittee of 13 for reorganization of 
the League's administrative ma- 
chinery, emphasizes that 40 per 
cent of the higher positions of the 
secretariat are now held by French- 
men or Englishmen. It regards as 
intolerable the scheme for reor- 
ganization approved by the major- 
ity because it would strengthen, 
rather than weaken, the powers of 
the Secretary-General, Sir Erie 
Drummond, and the Deputy See- 
retary Gen. Joseph Avenol. 

The Italian viewpoint coincides 
with that enunciated by the Ger- 
mans when the minority report was 
drafted for submission to the com- 
ing assembly. The note from 
Rome declares that only 28 of 34 
members of the League have na- 
tionals holding positions of first 
importance on the secretariat and 
that of these 28 two are non-mem- 
ber states—two Americans and one 
Russian being on the payroll. 

The Fascist Government favors 
creating two additional under-sec- 
retaries by elevating the chiefs of 
the health and juridical sections to 
that title and suggests that a sec- 
retariat cabinet“ be formed of 
seven of the highest officials, 
rather than Sir Erie Drummond 
retaining his present power to act 
alone on his own initiative in the 
event of emergencies. Italy would 
also limit the terms of office of 
the higher officials of the League 
to seven years instead of to the 
present 10, thereby obviating the 
necessity of . pension scheme.

What is interpreted as a first step 
toward a state investigation into 
alleged corruption in New Tork 
City affairs, was taken by Gov. 
Roosevelt last night when he asked 
District Attorney Crain for all rec- 


ords and a full report on the case 
of former Magistrate George F. 
Ewald. 

The former Magistrate has been 
accused of obtaining his appoint- 
ment to the bench through cor- 
ruption, »ut a grand jury refused 
to indict him. 

The Governce sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Crain: 

“Please send me at once a full 
report on Ewald case, together 
with copies of all available testi- 
mony and the record of proceed- 
ings of your office.” 

Roosevelt long has been pressed 
for an investigation of conditions 
in New York City, both »y Repub- 
lican leaders of the legislature and 
by individuals in the city. 

Mayor Walker, among other 
Tammany leaders, said if Ewald 
paid any money for his office it 
had been wasted, as they had not 
known anything aout it. 

The grand jury's failure to in- 
dict led Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
to telegraph Gov. Roosevelt to 
purge the city administration, es- 
pecially with regard to judicial 
corruption. He said the failure of 
grand jury action in the Ewald 
case was due largely to the meth- 
ods pursued by the prosecution.” 
And called it another item in the 
breakdown of justice in the city. 

Gov. Roosevelt on announcing 
the telegram to Mr. Crain said 
Rabbi Wise's request had not been 
received. 

Democratic leaders have 
charged that the demands for a 
state investigation were made with 
the hope of making political cap- 
ital for the coming election. 

Federal District Attorney Tuttle 
prepared to issue subpenas today 
for all the principal fig:ires jn the 
Ewald case in a new Federal in- 
quiry. :

DRAFTS UNIFORM FIREARMS ACT 


Chicago Conference to Submit It to 
All the States. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—The Con- 
ference of Commissioners on Uni- 
form State Laws has approved for 
submission to the legislatures of all 
states a firearms act which forbids 
carrying a concealed weapon ex- 
cept in one's place of abode or 
fixed place of business” without a 
licanse. 

Twenty-eight Commissioners vot- 
ed for the law as drafted. Dela- 
ware, Georgia, New York and 
Porto Rico's representatives voted 
against it. The proposed law would 
forbid issuance of a pistol purchas- 
ing or carrying permit to anyone 
convicted of crime and provides a 
method of surveillance over the 
sale of weapons. A uniform state 
air licensing act which amounts to 
an extension of the Federal regu- 
lations to all states was also ap- 
proved for submission to the states.

part of Cargo En Route, Vio- 
lating Clearance Papers.

WINDSOR, Ont., Aug. 16. -—— 
Thought to have on board a cargo 
of 10,000 cases of liquor, the Brit- 
ish steamer Vedas was being held 
here today by Canadian customs 
officers. 

Whe ship was seized yesterday 
off East Sister Island in the west- 
ern part of Lake Erie and brought 
up the Detroit River to the Gov- 
ernment dock. Members of the 
crew of 26 were questioned but 
were not arrested. 

The seizure wasemade while a 
fleet of United. States Coast Guard 
boats was maintaining a blockade 
line the length of the lake from 
Buffalo, N. Y., to the mouth of the 
Detroit River to prevent the Vedas 
landing on the United States side. 
Canadian customs officials said 
the ship was taken in charge for 
discharging part of its cargo en 
route in violation of its clearance 
papers. The ship’s port of clear- 
ance was not disclosed although 
it was thought to have bee on- 
treal. Officials would not say 
where the part of the cargo was 
dropped. Rumors were that it had 
been transferred to an American 
vessel. 

„The Vedas was formerly called 
the Shearwater. She recently was 
refitted in Halifax to carry beer 
from Quebec and Ontario brew- 
eries to Government dispensaries. 
Customs officers searched her for 
liquor in the St. Lawrence River 
on the way to Montreal from Hali- 
fax but found none. 

The United States Coast Guard 
cutters were sent out to prevent 
the Vedas landing at an American 
port after word was received at 
the Buffalo headquarters that an 
attempt to begin smuggling opera- 
tions on a large scale was under 
way.
